U.S. Complains to Soviet Union

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The 
State Department has compiained 
to the Soviet Union about what 
it called interference with Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger's 
plans to visit Ghana during his 
African trip. 

Department spokesman Fred- 
erick Brown said today that So- 


ing Ghang to cancel the secre- 
tary’s trip. 

The State Department also 
complained to representatives of 
the Ghanaian government in 
Washington yesterday following 
an announcement in Accra that 
Mr. Kissinger was not welcome. 

Mr. Kissinger was due in Accra 
tomorrow night but Ghana with. 
drew the invitation, saying that 
President Ienatius Acheampong 
was suddenly ill. 

However, U.S. officials travel- 
ing with Mr. Kissinger as well 
as those in Washington said the 
real reason was pressure by the 
Soviet Union on Ghana. 

In Accra, the Ghanz goverh- 
ment has denied that the can- 
cellation resulted from foreign 
influence. 

The Ghana News Agency quoted 
an official statement as saying 
the government had planned a 
welcome befitting the secretary 
of state of ἃ friendly country 2nd 
arrangements for the visit were 
far advanced when unforeseen 
circumstances intervened. 

“In the event, the government 
of Ghana has regrettably had to 
request the cancellation of the 
visit,” the statement said. 

“The speculation that foreign 
influence had been brought to 
bear on the government to cancel 
this visit is wholly unfounded.” 

While flying from Lusaka to 
Kinshasa yesterday on the fourth 
leg of his African tour. Mr. Bis- 
singer receivéd δ᾽ message from

U.S. Ambassador to Ghana. It 
said the visit had been called off 
because of the illness of Col 
Acheampong.

The ruling came on 2 govern- 
ment appesl of lower court rulings 
thet prisoners could challenge 
their arrests through habeas cor- 
Pus petitions. 

During the 37 days of argu- 
ment, which began Dec. 15. the 
government argued that prison- 
ers have no recourse in the courts 
due to a presidential order sus- 
pending 2 key article of the Con- 
stitution that says, “No person 
shell be deprived of his life or 
personal liberty except according 
to procedure established by law.” 

“In times of emergency, the in- 
terests of the state must be 
placed above those of the indi- 
vidual even in respect of funda- 
mental rights,” argued India's 
Attorney General Niren De. 

Attorneys for the political pris- 
overs argued that the right to 
due process was not ἃ “gift of 
the Constitution.” but a funda- 
mental concept of democracy 
which could not be suspended. 

The ruling involved the ceses 
of only about a dozen prisoners, 


The government has not dis- 
closed how many persons have 
been arrested, but officials have 
acknowledged the number is at 
least 10,000. many of whom have 
been released. 

In @ dissenting opinign, Justice 
J. Khanna said that even in 
times of national emergency “the 
state has no power to deprive a 
person of his life and liberty 
without the authority of law.” 

“Without such sanctity of life 
and liberty, the distinction be- 
tween 2 lawless society and one 
governed by laws wonld cease to

Russians Propose a Renewal . 


Of Border Talks With China

Prehistoric Campsite 
Discovered in Israel 


JERUSALEM, April 28 ¢(AP).— 
Israelis have uncovered a prehis- 
toric campsite which they say is 
one of the oldest in the Middle 
East. 

“We have found living floors 
and butchering floors dating from 
the lower Paleolithic period, 
about 500,000 years old." Moshe 
Prausnitz of the Israeli Depart- 
ment of Antiquities sald yester- 
day. “It is one of only two or 
three such sites in the Mediter- 
Tanean region.” 

Mr. Prausnits and Abraham 
Ronen of Haifa University found 
the remains 35 feet below the 
surface of a stone quarry near 
Evron. not far from the coastal 
city of Nahariya.

Students, Jobs and Protests 


The strikes and demonstrations by French 
wniversity students are an answer. of sorts. to 
the latest of their government's perennial 
attempts to reform education. The outburst 
was pectiliarly French, but it springs from 
perplexities that are a matter of concern in 
U.S. universities as well What happens 
when graduates find themselves highly 
trained for jobs that do not exist. or for 
fields that are severely overcrowded? The 
distress among recent graduates, both in the 
‘United States and in Europe, 15 aggravated 
by the recession. Unemployment is always 
highest among the young. But even when 
thé recovery accelerates and more jobs open 
up. they will not necessarily be the jobs for 
which the universities have prepared their 
students to work.

April 28 «Reuters:.—Britain’s leading directors 
and executives had a fall In their real incomes of 13.5 per 
cent last year and face a likely further drop of 5.6 per cent 
in the coming year. says a survey published today. 

The survey by the (Gritish Institute of Management, cover- 
ing 37,000 exceutives, says managers are suffering irom m- 
Nlation, taxation and current prices and incomes restrictions 
as the Labor government struggles to improve Britain's economy, 

‘The survey showed that from Jatuary 1975 to January 
1976 about nine out of 10 directors received company cars, 
similar to the figure in previous surveys. but the number of 
non-director managers with company cars was down from 


43 per cent to 38 per cent. 


On pay, the survey shows that in the year to. January 1976 
the average management salaries increased by 11.9 per cent 
before tax and 6.6 per cent after tax. But with prices rising 
by More than 23 per cent at the time. this represented a fall, 
in constant prices, of 13.5 per cent, 

Over the two-year period 1974-76, managers received a 
pre-tax increase of 38.7 per cent and 25.9 per cent after tax, 
which resulted in 6, real fall in income of 14.9 per cent. 

By comparison, in the same period before current wage 
rise curbs had their effect, the average weekly wage earner 
had a 56.3-per-cent pre-tax increase, a ¢4-per-cent after-tax
